Goodrich, governor-elect, to smooth 
out some of the difficulties. 
He is in 
favor of the state highway depart­ 
ment. 
One of the questions involved 
is 
the distribution of federal funds 
for road building. 
Before the state 
can get the benefit of such money it 
must have a state highway depart­ 
ment. 
One objection raised is that 
the state department would desig­ 
nate the first roads to be improved 
with the federal aid and some coun­ 
ties are fearful that they will not be 
benefited 
Mr. Goodrich will insist that the 
law shall provide rigid regulations 
for the letting of contracts for road 
building. 
He believes that the siu- 
thoritieg have been too lax in the let­ 
ting- of contracts and in supervision 
of the building of roads. 
If more 
care had been exercised in the let­ 
ting of contracts and in forcing con­ 
tractors to live up to their specifi­ 
cations he believes that 
the 
state 
would have better roads and that an 
enormous amount of money would 
have been saved to the taxpayers. 
He is insisting now, in the prelim­ 
inary discussion of the bill, that it 
hall provide that contractors must 
keep their roads in repair for a cer­ 
tain number of years. 
There is no 
doubt that this suggestion 011 the 
part of the Governor-elect will meet 
with vigorous opposition from the 
contractors, who do not care to be 
forced to keep in 
repair the roads 
which they build. 
However, it is 
well known that in practically every 
county in this state many roads have 
worn out within two or three years 
after their completion, so there is a 
sentiment in favor of making con­ 
tractors live squarely up to 
their 
agreement regarding the building ot 
highways. 
While the Governor-elect made a 
campaign in favor of reduction of 
taxes he is confronted now with a 
recommendation from the farmer's 
organizations in favor of a special 
state tax levy for road building. The 
farmers are demanding state aid. L. 
If. Wright, president of the State 
Grange is recommending that a state 
levy or a quarter of 1 per cent be 
made for use by a highway commis­ 
sion. 
A levy of this amount would pro­ 
vide in the neighborhood of $1.000,- 
000 a year for state aid for good 
roads. 
The good roads advocates 
insi>t that such a levy would not be 
unpopular, a s the people generally 
are in favor of road improvements 
and such regulations as will give 
them more than they have been get­ 
ting for their money. 
It is being 
pointed out that the question of tax­ 
ation reform which U considered by 
the Governor-elect a s being a para­ 
mount issue, 
is closely connected 
with road building.

Indianapolis, December 26.—Resi­ 
dents of Indiana today have a far 
better chance of living a long life 
than residents of the state fifteen 
years ago, according to 
statistics 
compiled and furnished the United 
Press today by Dr. J. N. Hurty, sec­ 
retary of the state board of health. 
The average duration of life of 
residents of the state has increased 
nearly ten years during the last dec­ 
ade and a half, according 
to Dr. 
Hurty’s figures. 
At the same time 
the death rate has shown a gradual 
decrease, 
In 1900 the average duration of 
life was 36.3 years and in 1915 it 
had increased to 45.7 years or near­ 
ly 25 per cent. 
The death rate in Indiana in 1896 
was 10-4 for each thousand persons. 
Last year it had decreased to 12.9 
a thousand. 
In the nineteen years 
the decrease in the death rate equal­ 
led 21.3 per cent. 
“The state board of health does 
not claim all of this improvement is 
due to its health work, but it does 
claim some of the credit,” said Dr. 
Hurty. 
“It has been brought about 
by improved methods of living, im­ 
proved sanitation, 
better

It is not expected that such a 
measure will become a law without 
vigorous protest. 
Too many inter­ 
ests are affected to allow the de­ 
partment to lie created without a 
fight. 
Indiana has lamentably weak road 
laws. 
Each of the ninety-two coun­ 
ties works independently of the oth­ 
ers except when boundary highway > 
are to be constructed. What Indiana 
needs in order to have a good high­ 
way system is a central body which 
would be required to pass upon the 
specifications of tin* 
county engi­ 
neers or to prepare them itself, and 
then see that the public 
gets 
the 
kind of roads for which it pays. The 
proposed commission ought to 
be 
composed of good roads experts who 
could order the kind of a road that 
te 
needed 
for the particular com­ 
munity. 
There is no need of build­ 
ing hard surface roads where good 
gravel roads would suffice and the 
light tempered commission would be 
able to decide the requirements of 
each locality. 
The biggest work of such a 
partment, however, would be to 
that when the specifications call 
first grade gravel, that material 
that kind he used. The public is more 
or less helpless to raise a protest 
even though it knows that a road i- 
being poorly built or that the repair- 
are not up to the standard. 
The de­ 
partment would have no reason to 
hesitate to file a protest or even take 
more drastic steps, if necessary, a> 
its members would be paid for that 
purpose and would be held to -triet 
accountability for the character of 
highway that is built. 
At the present time few contrac­ 
tors of county roads are recpiired to 
give a maintenance bond, while those 
who build city streets must guaran­ 
tee! their work for a period of five 
years. 
There is no good reason why 
contractors should not makegood any 
defects in any roads they built with­ 
in a reasonable period. 
Such a pro­ 
vision would in itself cause the con­ 
tractors to be more careful. 
If the 
state commission is organized this 
change will doubtless be made. 
We see no reason why the state 
department should interfere serious­ 
ly with the control of the 
county 
over its 
own 
roads.
